HOSPITAL SHIP ARRIVES. 


San Francisco, Aug. 2—The United 


States hospital ship Relief, laden 
with sick and disabled soldiers front 
the Philippines, passed through the 
Golden Gate at 3 o'clock this morn- 
ing. 


The Relief steamed up the bay and 


anchored at the quarantine station. 
No one was allowed to land until she 
was boarded and examined by the 
government's 
quarantine 
officers 


this forenoon. She is reported to 
have on board over 350 invalids, 
representing nearly every regiment 
now in the field, as well as the Ne- 
braska, Utah and Pennsylvania regi- 
ments, who have already returned 
from the seat of war. 


A clean bill of health being issued, 


the Relief proceeded to a point off 
the Presidio, where the government 
vessels McDowell and Carolina were 
utilized in transferring the sick and 
wounded to the shore. The invalided 
men will be confined in the recently 
completed post hospital. They num- 
ber 320. Only two deaths during the 
voyage have been reported so far. 
Chris. Kaus, private of company H, 
Wyoming, died 
at Yokohama on 


July 7 of malaria. At Nagasaki on 
July 8 Frank D. Duval succumbed 
to meningitis. 
Both bodies 
were 


embalmed. 
Duval was shot in the 


light leg and was laid up with his 
wound when he contracted the fatal 
ailment. 


COLONEL HAWKINS DEAD. 


San Francisco, Aug. 2.—The United 


States transport Senator arrived last 
night from Manila with her flag at 
half mast, on account of the death of 


Col. 
Alexander Hawkins, commander 


of the Tenth Pennsylvania regiment, 
United States volunteers. 


The Senator sailed from Manila on 


July 1 with thirty-eight officers and 
721 enlisted men. The transport was 
at Nagasaki on July 15, when Col- 
onel Hawkins was taken ill with can- 
cer of the bowels, from which he had 
been a sufferer during the greater 
part of his campaign in the Philip- 
pines and for which he had under- 
gone treatment in the military hos- 
pital *t Manila. His illness con- 
tinued during the following day, 
July 16, When the Senator was at 
Yokohama, and two days later he 
passed away at Ma. Colonel Haw- 
kins' illness dated from the battle of 
Malolos, when he exposed himself 
almost recklessly in the disease- 
breeding climate. He was respected 
and loved by every mkn of his com- 
mand and his death is 
deeply 


mourned by th« troops. His body 
was placed in a hermetically sealed 
casket and on the Sunday following 
his death impressive funeral services 
were conducted by the chaplain of the 
regiment, all of his men being in at- 
tendance.

and Defender started in a smooth 
sea before an eight-knot breeze at 
11:16:09 and 11:16:49, respectively, 
today in a race to a mark boat off 
Block Island and return, a distance 
of twenty-six miles. 
At 12:04, at 


which time the Columbia was far 
ahead of the Defender, the new steel 
mast on the Columbia broke and the 
race was abandoned. 
No one was 


hurt by the falling rigging. The 
mast broke about forty feet from the 
deck and the yacht's entire suit of 
sails, main sail, forestay sail, jib 
topsail and club topsail, went over- 
board to leeward. 


The Defender came rapidly up to 


the assistance of the new boat, while 
a number of tugs also made for the 
Columbia at full speed. 
The acci- 


dent took place when the Columbia 
was about five miles south of Point 
Judith and the wind at that time was 
not blowing much over eight knots 
an hour. 


It took nearly an hour to 
clear 


away, enough of the wreck of the 
Columbia so that she could be towed 
to Newport. 


Columbia was towed in by the As- 


sociated Press tug. Never before had 
Columbia shown such 
superiority 


over the Defender as she did in the 
fragment of the race today. Within 
a few minutes after the start she was 
well ahead and after that seemingly 
did not try to increase her lead. 


The Columbia suffered little injury 


to her hull. It is expected that she 
will be towed to Bristol at once, 
where the pine mast which the steel 
one replaced is stored. It will take 
two days and perhaps longer to fix 
the rigging, and it is considered un- 
likely that the two boats will meet 
again until the New York Yacht 
club's cruise next week.

By this time he must recognize the 
fact that he Is being rapidly driven 
to the wall. No one believes the suf- 
frage reforms enacted by the voiks- 
rnad to have been passed in good 
faith or for any reason other than to 
gain time by a pretense of yielding 
to the demands of England.

RETAIL BUTCHERS MEET. 


The Retail 
Butchers' union held 


their regular meeting last evening at 
Ninirod hnll. The attendance was 
comparatively small, there being- but 
eighteen members present. The main 
topic of discussion was the advance 
made by tne wholesale dealers, but 
i>o definite steps were taken with re- 
gard to advancing1 the price to 
the 


consumer. Each member will be al- 
lowed by the association to advance 
the price to his customers as he 
thinks best. The retail men say that 
they have not made any money oil 
been during1 the past few months, and 
that they cannot stand the proposed 
advance by 
the wholesalers. 
They 


claim that beef has advanced $2 n 
hundred weight over what it was a 
year ago, nnd that the advance of the 
last six weeks amounts to $1 a hun- 
dred weight. 
Beef is sold at a very 


narrow margin and the retail men 
say that if the wholesalers make an- 
other advance, they will have to put 
tip the price to the consumer. Another 
matter under discussion was the ear- 
ly closing movement, which subject 
was introduced by Herrninn Strodel. 
The matter was favorably received 
by those present, who expressed

The desirability of a street fair was 


was unanimous with the gentlemen 
present, who reported that a large 
majority of the business men of the 
city were in favor of the project, nnd 
mntiy farmers bad expressed a desire 
to display their stock nntl products.
